Discussion of References and Claims 

The application includes three independent claims, claims 2, 24 and 30. 

Independent claims 2, 24 and 30, among other things, recite that the 
controller is responsive to a signal input to at least one input of the controller to 
cause the security alarm device to selectively assume the armed and unarmed 
states, where the controller causes the signaling device to provide an audio or 
visual alarm signal with a change in the state of the security alarm device between 
the armed state and the unarmed state. This is not disclosed in any of the 
documents listed on the enclosed citation form.
